Mr. Waddiugton's Petition.

One allegation in Mr. Waddington's 
petition to.tbe House of Commons, 
will be read with dissatisfaction by all 
his friends hero, and is calculated to 
do as harm in'England unless it is oon* 
iradioted: Tbat the pooplo who re- 
main in this Colony ara "disaffeetod," 
or tho loast likely "to be driven to 
TOto for annexation to tho United 
Statoa" we most emphatically deny. 
A mora lojal body of men will not bo 
met with in any part of Hor Majesty's 
dominions— diHaffeoted towards a sys- 
tem of Government that is thoroughly 
un-English it its form wo may bo, wo 
should bolie our ancestors wero wo 
not so; hut not one roan of any posi- 
tion, influence, "or rospootability 
amongst us desires that the Colony 
should forswear its ollogianco to 
Queen Victoria, the whole population 
would rally round the old flag should 
occasion require. Many pooplo who 
aro not great thinkers are apt to take 
np tho opinion that those who in tho 
disohargo of what thoy oonoieve to bo 
th«ir duty, speak or -write against 
the powers that be, can bo nothing 
else than radicals of tho worst degree, 
revolutionists in fact; but we are sur- 
prised '.hat a gentleman of such en- 
larged views aB M-r, WaddiDgton, 
' TnouTd Tali TflTo^fliTorfoT. " e "*2£o "o iigut 
to know tho pooplo of tho Colony 
wgilT cud wo aro q uite sure that 'll ho 
had reflected uporTtho meaning of tho 
words, and upon their applicability, 
bo would havo struck them out. 
Genuine conservatism does not con- 
sist in supporting a Government any 
more than truo patriotism is made up 
solely of persistent opposition to the 
Government. Tho English system 
has for years paBt recognized an organ- 
ised opposition, it is in faot ono of tbo 
great safeguards of constitutional 
government. Here, until wo havo 
representative institutions and respon- 
sible government, we oan have no 
suoh an organization ; nevertheless, 
those who take any interest in the 
progrcsB of tho country cannot do 
otherwiso than watch with joalousy 
the acts and shortcomings of a 
government which is so nearly 
despotio that it givoB tho people 
no real voioe in it. Thus wo 
find in our Council that dim 
shadow of popular representation 
•which is vouchsafed to us — tho elected 
members are, in six cases out of seven, 
ranged op. tho ono sido, against ofli. 
cial members on tho other, and, out- 
side tho Council, those who havo any 
taste for politics and aro in indepen- 
dent positions, are almost invariably 
to be found in opposition to the Gov- 
ernment. Is this treasonable, or does 
it deservo suoh an epithet as " disaf- 

tation r Inu Blat««oiaOj uu public 
man of any grade, no newspaper 
could exist wero freedom of speech 
and thought and public expression of 
opinion denied thern, or regarded ns 
disloyal. Very few men take up a 
position of antagonism or opposition 
from their liking for it — wo must 
give credit for higher motives. It Is 
not bocauso a speaker or writor has

A meeting was held on Wednesday eve- 
ning 12th iost., of those who havo recently 
been attending tho services conducted by Mr 
Sometville in SuJIick'a Hall.

San Juan Island — An interesting eorap 
of history, connected wilh the San Juan Is- 
land pHuIr, is afforded ns by ono of the 
lormer County Commissioners ol Whatcom, 
Washington Territory. The true date of the 
first difficulty between the English and 
American authorities Is 1854. Several at- 
tempts had been made by tho Sheriff of 
Whatcom County to seize and sell at publio 
vendue some of the eflecta of tbe Hudson 
Bay Company, in default of that concern 
paying the taxes lovied by the Territorial 
authorities, the agents of the Company 
denied that they ware in the jurisdiction of 
the United Slates, and when any attempt 
was made to sell tho improvements and pro- 
perty of wbioh they bad charge, there were 
u§ bidders, and no solo took place. In 
Maroh, 1854, Sheriff Barnes, of Wbntoom 
County, accompanied by Mr. Cullen, who 
was County Commissioner and agent ol tho 
Paget Sound Coal Mining Company ; Mr. 
Fitzhugh, agent of the Belliugham Bay Coal 
Company, and two others, crossed over from 
Bellingban Bay to San Juan Island in a small 
schooner, and attempted to seize and sell 
soma sheep belonging to tho Hudson Bay 
Company, in order to realise therefrom the 
amount claimed for toxos by tho County of 
Whatcom. Griffin, one of tho agents or 
traders of the Company, soattered tho sheep 
ao that they could not be caught j but thirty- 
nine choioe bucks were found corralled in a 
remote part of tho island, and wore seized 
and sold on the spot, tha companions of the 
Sheriff baiog tho buyers at low figures.
